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ALCOHOL AND COCAINE

If | Was Alcohol, | Would Be Rich 

As clients funnelled in and out of my office, week after week, month after month, year 
after year, and in and out of drug related treatment programs, I began to think: “If I was 
alcohol, | would be rich.”’ Very often readers read about the results of the adverse of alco- 
hol on one’s life situation and not how it effects the body upon immediate consumption. 

Come with me on this mysterious journey as I (alcohol) become employed by you, the 
employer (the body). I am highly qualified for the job. I have received outstanding evalu- 
ations of previous employers and others who have known my work history. All of my em- 
ployees were well satisfied. My qualifications state that 1 am non-discriminative, honest, 
willing and ready to work, years of experience, promising results, never tiring, dependa- 
ble, and I qualify as a long term progressive runner. My employers were always satisfied, 
for I guarantee my work. I love my job. 

You've just introduced me to your body by way of consumption, entering your mouth 
with a burning, irritating sensation. I don’t taste good, although my employers lie, saying 
that I do. Oh, how I irritate the esophagus as I travel to the stomach passing through the 
small intestine, where I am absorbed in the blood stream and being sent to every part of 
the body, especially the brain. Within 30 seconds of ingestion, the brain allows me to put 
it to sleep, sedating and killing nerve cells. In the mean time I continue my work on the 
stomach eating away at the stomach lining. Although I enter the mouth as does food, | 
can not be digested like food. The liver tries very hard to rid the body of me, but it can 
only detoxify 1 oz. of liquor, 6 oz. of wine, or 1 can of 12 oz. beer per hour. 

For the average employer, this amount will create a feeling of relaxation. Two and one 
half (2 1/2) drinks of me can affect my employer’s judgement and lower their inhibitions. 
My employers try to eliminate me at times but I am such an expert worker that it takes a 
long process. About 90% of me is metabolized through the liver. The remaining 10% is 
eliminated through the lungs and urine. Most of my employers are anxious or greedy. 
They like having me work overtime. The the body (my employer) reacts in the form of 
withdrawals (nausea, disorientation, headaches, irritability, and tremors). I poison my em- 
ployer, but I’m only doing my job. 

I cause medical complications with the gastrointestinal system, liver disorders, heart 
disease, reproduction and pregnancy complications and pancreatitis. I act as an irritant 
and increase the amount of hydrochloric acid (a digestive juice) that is secreted from the 
stomach lining.

The pancreas makes the amylase and lipase, which are enzymes to help digest food and 
help the body to heal when it is cut. I change the secretions of the pancreas, robbing it of 
insulin. There I cause the body to have pseudocystic pancreatitis, which causes the body 
to suffer from secondary diabetes, due to lack of insulin. These are only a few of the or- 
gans of my employer I effect and a few of the medical complications I cause. My job is to 
destroy every organ in my employer. 

Now that you have been informed of my qualifications and made aware of some of my 
job duties, you may want to increase my pay. My quantity of work has proven to cause a 
high percentage of deaths, liver diseases, dysfunctional families, and traffic accidents/ 
fatalities. 

Who am I to strut with a chip on my shoulder, who am I? I am the over qualified em- 
ployee who, when hired by my employer, destroys the body functions. My job is to irri- 
tate and sedate. I am alcohol, | am rich. Who am I? I wish that I was alcohol, I would be 
rich. However, I am just an employer (the body). 


Crack: Reclaiming Your Body 
When crack is smoked the effect is an intense and rapid euphoria commonly known as 
a “flash high.” The cocaine molecules reach the brain in less than ten seconds. The result- 


ing three to five minute high is followed by an unpleasant crash where the user feels irti- 
table, agitated and has an intense craving for more cocaine. Craving is caused by the high 
concentration of the drug in the bloodstream. What the user does not understand, is that 
the initial high will never be reached again. However, they continue to try by using more 
and more crack cocaine. 

Cocaine and crack cocaine constrict the heart’s blood vessels, making it work harder 
and faster to move blood through the body. In some users, this stress may trigger chest 
pains or a heart attack. Cocaine and crack cocaine can cause brain seizures. This is a dis- 
turbance in the brain’s electrical signals which regulates the heart and the muscles con- 
trolling breathing.

An eight count, nine million dol- 
lar, law suit was filed in federal 
court last Wednesday by lawyers 
representing former Elba police 
chief Freddie Hanchey. 

The City of Elba is the defendant 
in seven of the counts, with damages 
of one million dollars claimed in 
each and the final count is against 
Elba Mayor Ricky Haywood per- 
sonally in the amount of two million 
dollars, 

The 14 page suit was filed in 
Montgomery at 3:16 Wednesday af- 
ternoon, May 12th in the District of 
of the United States, Middle District 
of Alabama, Southern Division. 

Section One of the complaint 
reads in part, “This is an action to re- 
cover damages and to secure 
uitable and other relief under an act 
of Congress providing for the pro- 
tection of civil rights...”

Hanchey has served as a police 
officer in Elba for about 12 years. 
He was first named chief in October 
1988. He was still serving in that ca- 
pacity when the new administration 
took office in October 1992. The law 
Suit alleges he was told, on more 
than one occasion by Haywood and 
several members of the new city 
council that he would be the chief of 
police under the new administration. 

During a regular city council 
meeting on October 5, 1992 Hay- 
wood recommended the council hire 
Hanchey as Si ty Chief of Po- 
lice. However the minutes indicate 
the council, on a motion by McCol- 
lough, voted to evaluate Hanchey for 
a period of 90 days. The motion 
didn’t include the word “temporary.” 
The minutes also indicate this de- 
cision was a unanimous decision, 

A termination hearing, required 
by Alabama law, was requested by 
Hanchey and his attorneys on sever- 
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al occasions following his termina- 
tion on January 11, 1993. On March 
19 this hearing began, however it ad- 
jourmned, after a full day of ques- 
tioning, before the hearing was com- 
pleted. 


No written evaluation of Hanchey 
was produced at this hearing. Hay- 
wood said under oath that no such 
written evaluation existed. 

Finally on April 7th the hearing 
continued, but without Haywood and 
Council member Earl McCollough. 
During that hearing Council mem- 
bers Bill Brunson, Ronnie Jinright, 
John W, Sharpless and Gladys Yel- 
verton testified under oath that in

their opinion, there was no finding 
of just cause to support the termina- 
tion of Hanchey.

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Court orders new trial for Owen Ziglar

The Alabama Court of Criminal 
Appeals has ordered that Spencer 
Owen Ziglar be granted a new trial. 

During Ziglar’s murder trial, testi- 
mony by his estranged wife, Donna 
Ziglar, was allowed in court. 

The state’s attorneys contended 
that Ziglar was divorced from Mrs. 
Ziglar while defense attomeys 
voiced objections that the two were 
still legally married. 

Mrs. Ziglar told the court that she 
did not wish to testify, but was being 
compelled to do so by the state. 

The trial judge, Circuit Judge 
John Crawley, ruled that Mrs. Ziglar 
could and should testify. 

The appeals court ruled in favor 
of the defendant stating that Mrs. Zi- 
glar’s testimony should not have 
been allowed during the trial. 

The court’s ruling stated: 

“We hold the trial court erred in 
determining that, for purposes of 
invoking the marital privilege, the 
appellant (Owen Ziglar) and his 
wife were divorced...in this case, 
neither the appellant nor his wife 


established. his. or her claim or 
right to a divorce by any evidence. 
Thus, the court in which the di- 
vorce action was pending had no 
evidence before it and no jurisdic- 
tional authority to render a final 
judgement of divorce.” 

Also addressed in Ziglar’s appeal 
was the whether or not the court 
erred in admitting certain physical 
evidence, 


The defense alleged that the state 
failed to estab'ish the proper chain of 
custody of a spent shotgun shell, 
wadding , and glass fragments found 
at the murder scene. Also questioned 
was a shotgun, a pistol, and shotgun 
shells recovered from Ziglar’s auto- 
mobile.

Congress' Line Item Veto Cover-Up

Just a few weeks ago, the mem- 
bers of the U. S. House of Repre- 
sentatives had a chance to do 
something night for a change. They 
were offered a chance to pass a 
line-item veto but they refused. In- 
stead, they came up with the "En- 
hanced Recission" bill. This is a 
weakened, watered down substi- 
tute crafted to fool the American 
people. 

In fact, it is no different from 
present law which allows a Presi- 
dent only to “suggest” that pork be 
removed from a spending bill. 
Congress then can vote to approve 
his cuts, or just do nothing at all. 
Which do you think Congress 
would do? This is a sham and a 
breach of the American pcople's 
faith by lawmakers. 

In an attempt to regain control 
over Congressional "pork spend- 
ing”, a number of conservative 
House members stood up last 
week, myself included, and de- 
manded a new vote on the linc- 
item veto. Right now, we are try- 
ing to muster cnough support to 
bring the line-item veto up for a 
vote before the full House soon. 
Meanwhile, the phony Enhanced 
Recission bill is now in the U. S. 
Senate where lawmakers there will 
have to decide its fate. 

Americans should be aware of 
the behind-the-scenes games being 
perpetraicd by so many in the 
House of Representatives in the 
name of reform, The truth is there 
sull isn't any way to control Con- 
gress’ pork spending appetite and 
thus reduce the deficit. You can be 
sure that I will continue to press 
for the enacument of a real line- 
item veto, and I shall keep you in- 
formed here. 


The American people need to 
know what is really going on in 
their Congress. Right now, the ma- 
jority of House members feel 
smug in having blocked real 
spending reform while attempting 
to make the American people be- 
lieve otherwise. The issue is the 
line-item veto and you should be 
concemed because every taxpayer 
is being duped. 

When I took office on January 
5, I declared that there were three 
major issues that I would like to 
address--"the deficit, the deficit, 
and the deficit." | believe the Fed- 
eral budget deficit is the principal 
problem facing this nation and the 
main hindrance to a prosperous fu- 
ture for our children. What is the 
magnitude of the Federal deficit 
dilemma? For example, it would 
take more than 6,000 boxcars 
measuring S0-feet each and 
stretching for 66 miles to hold all 
the dollar bills to pay off the cur- 
rent Federal budget deficit.

Overspending of available funds a continuing problem

Most of us know that no 
one person owns the city nor 
does one designated person 
control the city. The City of 
Elba is enjoyed by over 4,000 
citizens. Webster's defines a 
“Citizen” as a native or nat- 
uralized person who owes al- 
legiance to a government. As 
citizens we each have re- 
sponsibilities to our City. 
Among these are the paying 
of our taxes and utilities 
which contribute to the in- 
come of our city. From this 
revenue the salaries and all 
city bills must be paid.

The 4-laning will be done in 
Steps, city officials were told, There 
could be as many as ten different 
projects before the 42 mile section 
from Enterprise to Andalusia is com- 
pleted.

On Thursday, June 6, 1991, Zi- 
glar was convicted of manslaughter 
in the January 30, 1990 shooting 
death of Edward Kelley. The origi- 
nal charge was murder. 

After his conviction, Ziglar was 
sentenced by Judge Crawley to 20 
years at hard labor in the state peni- 
ele He was further ordered to 
pay a $10,000 fine and restitution to- 
talling $4,600 for funeral expenses 
for the victim. A crime victim’s as- 
sessment fee of $10,000 was also or- 
dered paid by Ziglar. 

Ziglar has remained free on a 
$300,000 appeal bond since his con- 
viction. He was in prison for a short 
time after his bond was revoked by 
the trial judge, but that was later re- 
versed by a higher court. 

Although a new trial has been or- 
dered, no date has been set at this 
time.

Remembering 


With Jake 


“Water, water everywhere and 
not a drop to drink," certainly does 
not apply to Elba. We have three dif- 
ferent streams of water coming into 
Elba. Some of our memories of fish- 
ing, boating, even swimming evoke 
pleasant times on our creeks and riv- 
cr. But there are times we would like 
to forget. Those horrendous floods 
that we would love to black out. 


The headwaters of the Pea River 
is near Union Springs in Bullock 
County. The headwaters of White 
Water Creek is north of U. S. #231, 
between Troy and Brundidge, in 
Pike County. Beaver Dam Creek 
headwaters in northwest Coffee 
County about 3 miles northwest of 
the § less Christmas Tree and 
real nice peach orchard farms. This 
was Marvin Sharpless’ place. His son 
Ralph married Patsy Pinckard. John 
Waylon S$ less married Sara 
Dyess. John Waylon lived in a dou- 
ble pin log house until he was 13 
years old and they moved to this 
place. 


Water streams were the first 
available source of power for operat- 
ing almost all types of equipment. 
Grist mills were essential to living in 
the early years. A few miles made a 
lot of difference in the days of either 
walking or riding a mule and wagon. 
Few had horses and buggy. People 
grew com more for their own use 
than for sale, They took it to the grist 
mill to be ground into corn meal or 
even into grits. Com bread was used 
all of the time. Many times it was 
used three times a day. It was good, 
it was inexpensive, and it was availa- 
ble. Most millers would grind the 
cor between two great stones that 
had grooves cut into them that 
ground the corn into any degree of 
fine or course the person desired. A 
good miller knew how to regulate 
the pressure to do this. Of course, 
the largest stream coming into Elba 
was Pea River, next White Water, 
and then Beaver Dam. The nearest 
mill that I ever heard of, in the old 
water ground days, was Taylor's Mill 
on Beaver Dam. You must remem- 
ber those days, the location of the 


Elba Country Club was out in the 
country. William Taylor started a 
dam and mill on Beaver Dam when 
he went into the Confederate Army 
during the War Between The States. 
It was not completed until he re- 
turned. Probably in late 1865. His 
mill was just north of the first bridge 
the other side of the Country Club. 
He also built a cotton gin there and 
had a country store. The road going 
to the mill began to be called the 
Taylor Mill Road and it is that until 
this chy. Several other Taylors ran 
the mill over the years, including 
John, Duke, and others unknown to 


me. : 

William Taylor was the great- 
great grandfather of Mike Taylor. 
The family can figure the relation- 
ship from there. The Beaver Dam 
Creek ran straight through Elba. 

In those days of the 1920's, and 
even into the 1930's, the roads were 
din. They were made with very little 
more than man power, a mule and a 
slip scrape. I had better explain what 
a slip scrape was. It was heavy met- 
al, about 30" wide and 36" long. The 
back came up 14" with rounded cor- 
ners that went forward, sloping 
down to the front to about 6". Two 
wooden handles were attached. On 
to each side that extended 30" out of 
the back. A man took the handles 
and lifted the back and up so the 
front end would go into the ground, 
The mule would pull the scrape until 
it was full and the man took this into 
the road and dumped it. This way, 
the dirt was taken out to form the 
ditch to run water off and the road 
was formed. What ever kind of dirt 
that was there was what was used. 
Sand, clay, or what was there. There 
was no mechanized machinery. 
Farmers used them to build terraces. 

I want to tell an amusing story 
that my father told. It apparently oc- 
curred in the 1920's. I've told how 
roads were. I recall a house that was 
on the Taylor Mill Road, where the 
poit course comes up to the road. | 

lieve that was the Sam Taylor 
house. At any rate, he and his young 
son had been into town on his Model 
T Ford. He, like many others, had a 

uf drinks. He was not far 
from home when his tires got out of 
the two sand bed ruts and the car 
eased into the ditch. The ditch had a 
sandy bank where it had been dug 
Gut ‘Thee wero pedals in the floor 
board for forward and reverse. He 
tried to back it out and got a few feet 
and it . He then ran forward 
so he could try again, Each time the 
front fender hit the bank, His son 
said, “Pa, I ‘spect tomorrow you are 
gonna hate this." Sam said, “Son, 
tell you the truth, I hate it a little bit 
already.” 

I'm sure there has been more than 
one Sam Taylor, | thought it was 
such a good story that I have remem- 
bered it for about 60 years. 

Now, back to Beaver Dam Creek. 
It came through Elba. The large area 
that is filled in on Simmons, going to 
the intersection of Opp and Kinston

roads, is the old creck bed. On down 
below is another fill on Putman. This 
is the last street next to the levee on 
the south side of Elba. The creck en- 
tered Pea River there, On the Opp 
Highway, just before you cross the 
bridge over the canal, to the right is 
Jackson Street. You cross another 
fill there. That was the creck bed 
also. If you look behind the Trans- 
former Electric Station, down into 
the old creek bed there are large sec- 
tions of concrete sticking up out of 
the ground. In the summer, vines and 
undergrowth cover them. In the win- 
ter, when the vegetation is dead, they 
are clearly visible. This is where the 
first Ice Plant in Elba was located. 

I could write a book on ice and 
the great good that came when it be- 
came available. My next column will 
be about ice, the making and effects 
it had on the lives of people. Right 
now, I need to finish the part of 
Elba's service to its people. 

Remember in the 1920's and 
1930's the town was not very big and 
primarily confined to the flat area 
that composes the old Elba. Our gar- 
bage was picked up by a Black man, 
Willis Harper, he had a mule and 
wagon, a shovel, and a pitch fork. 
This was all he needed. People 
burned the combustible material in 
fireplaces or wood stoves or in back 
yards or streets. No one threw any- 
thing away that they could find a use 
for, and they were very ingenious in 
finding a use for everything. After 
all, this was a time when a grown 
man, with a family, was glad to get a 
job for 5 dollars a week. That was a 
6 day week and 10 hours or more 
évery day. Willis Harper always 
seemed to be a jovial and happy 
man. He lived in a house back of 
what is now Hardees. He would 
have his mule and wagon ready to 
go by 3 or 4 o'clock in the morning 
and he would come out by Newton 
Street, beside our house, and always 
singing in a loud and clear voice. His 
favorite seemed to be "Lord Come 
By Here". Every Christmas morning 


he came by the house and said . 


"Christmas Gift", and of course, we 
responded.

Packaging hazardous prod- 
ucts in child-resistant containers re- 
duces the chance of exposure, but it 
is important they are closed properly 
and kept out of reach of children. 

Accidental exposure to cleaning 
products occurs most often to chil- 
dren under the age of six.

COTTON PLANTING TIME 
Colton seed will not germinate at 
temperatures below 60 degrees Fah- 
renheit. They germinate and grow 
best when the temperature is 65 de- 
grees and higher. Here again, the 
best time to plant cotton in Coffee 
county should be determined by the 
soil moisture, soil temperature and 
weather forecast. As soon as the soil 
temperature is at least 65 degrees 
Fahrenheit at four inches deep for 
four consecutive days and there is 
g00d soil moisture present, condi- 
uons are right for planting cotton. As 
a gencral rule of thumb, cotton plant- 
ing should be completed by mid- 
May in Coffee County, After May 
20, you may see yicld losses in your 
cotton crop. However, the decision 
to plant after May 20 should be 
based on soil moisture. If there is 
plenty of moisture or you are expect- 
ing rain to get your cotton up fast 
and growing, you could still plant up 
unul about June 10. After June 10 
you will see drastic yield losses. 
_ Further into the season at fruiting 
ume, the cotton plant needs at least 


three weeks of rain. Cotton planted 
on time gencrally will receive plenty 
of rain during the month of July and 
the first weck of August. However, 
cotton planted later will not be ma- 
ture enough at the time the rains 
come and may only receive one or 
two weeks of rain to set a good crop. 

Last year there were 3,500 acres 
of cotton planted in Coffee County. 
This year | am expecting an increase 
in cotton acres totaling between 
5,000 and 6,000 acres planted here 
in Coffee County. 
THRIPS CONTROL ON PEA- 
NUTS 

Thrips control on peanuts is very 
important, especially with carly 
planted peanuts. These insects can 
slow down and distort the growth of 
peanuts. Especially in cool soils 
thrips can do some damage. Peanuts 
planted after about May 15 come up 
in soils that are fairly warm and the 
peanuls tend to grow faster than the 
damage done to them by thrips. It 
scems that thrips always do a little 
more damage in dry times.

Winter Damage To Shrubs 

At the time of the blizzard that 
blasted the U. S. in March, many 
landscape plants had already reached 
a less hardy condition. In fact, some 
species had bloomed or initiated new 
growth. The effects of the severe 
late-winter weather will likely be 
scen throughout the growing season. 

The obvious immediate damage 
on evergreen plants like boxwoods 
and azaleas was severely scorched 
foliage. Indica azaleas were hit espe- 
cially hard. The full extent of the 
damage to tissue in the stems is hard 
to tell. 

Let new growth emerge. Then, 
prunc back into living tissue. Some 
dieback is likely to occur during the 
season, so additional pruning might 
be needed later. 

Less-obvious damage to these 
plants may take the form of bark 
split in the stems. Look for such in- 
jury down inside the canopy. It is 
sometimes hard to sec until later in 
the season. By them, when water de- 
mands on the plant are great, dic- 
back of larger branches may occur. 
If so, cut back into live tissue. Mulch 
plants, and fertilize and water them 


to support new growth.

After you've found where ue ants 
ar: "tering the house, spray the ants 
ar their trail with an insecticide. 
Any insecticide spray registered for 
any control inside the home should 
be effective. Many sprays are availa- 
ble, but some of the more common 
insecticides listed with products in- 
clude chloropyrifos (or Dursban), di- 
azinon, pyrcthrin and resmethrin. 

Be sure to follow all instructions 
on the label. And be careful not to 
spray around food or eating utensils 
or into areas where wires are 
present. 

Also, don't bait inside--most fire 
ant baits aren't labeled for indoor 
use. 

Once the ants are killed, seal their 
entry point with caulking, weather 
stripping or screening. 

As soon as you've finished off the 
ants inside your home, your next 
step is to search outside for their 
nesting sites. Work you way around 
your home's perimeter, including 
Crawl spaces. Pay close attention to 
areas around utility boxes and heat- 
ing and air conditioning units. If 
mounds are not found against or near 
the building, work you way out from 
the building to find mounds. 

Once you've located the mounds, 
treat them with any of the insccti- 
cides available for outside use. You 
might consider using one of the fast- 
er-acting control methods to reduce 
the risk of reinfestation indoors.

tend to wash the thrips off the peanut 
plant and heavy moisture keeps them 
from repopulating. 

Most of our growers in Coffee 
county will use Starfire on their pea- 
nuts. Thrips along with excessive 
Starfire burn puts a double whammy 
on the peanut plant. If planting carly, 
I strongly recommend you use an un- 
furrow insecticide. One of the three 
labeled chemicals we have for infur- 
row are Temik 15G at 4-6.7 pounds 
per acre. Di-Syston 15G has recently 
been granted a section 2 (ec) for in- 
furrow application to peanuts at 
planting. Due to an interaction prob- 
lem of Di-Syston the Basagran her- 
bicide may be used at cracking or 
carly postemergence at rates up to 
one pint per acre, Do not make a sec- 
ond application of Basagran before 
21 days after emergence. Do not ap- 
ply more than one pint per acre of 
Basagran in single or multiple appli- 
cations until peanuts have emerged 
for 21 days. The third infurrow in- 
secticide is Thimet 15G. Orthene 75 
SP can be applicd as a foliar spray 
for thrips on peanuts in the seedling 
Stage. 

TEMIK  PLANT-BACK — RE- 
STRICTIONS 

Temik 15G is widely used on 
peanuts in Coffee County. Two 
years ago EPA Icngthened the plant- 
back restriction for Temik 15G from 
6 to 12 months. Recently, EPA has 
loosened up on the plant-back re- 
stricuons. The new regulations are 
do not plant any crop listed on the la- 
bel in soil treated with Temik 15G 
within 10 months after last applica- 
tion except: (1) Do not plant wheat 
or barley within 6 months of last ap- 
plication. (2) Do not plant corn with- 
in 8 months of last application. (3) 
The plant-back time for fruiting veg- 
ctables such as watermelons, toma- 
toes is 8 months of last application. 
(4) Plant-back time for bulb crops 
such as onions and garlic and brassi- 
ca crops such as broccoli or cabbage 
is 6 months after last application. (5) 
Do not plant grasses or rye for win- 
ter grazing within 10 months of the 
last application.

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COMBATING DRUG ABUSE IN 


OUR COMMUNITY 


Endorsed by M.J. (Jack) Parker, Chief of Police, 
Elba Police Department 


The children and young people of our community today are being 
showered with all sorts of information pertaining to drugs and their 
abuse. Much of the information is accurate and true, and is being deliv- 
ered by people who are genuinely concerned about drug use and the 
problems it can create in the lives of those involved. Unfortunately, these 
same children and young people are receiving much mis-information 
concerning the use or sale of drugs, who deliver an exciting and glorified 
version of what has become a nationwide epidemic. 

Just to list some of the drugs of abuse: 


MARIJUANA: 

At one point in time, marijuana was classified as both a stimulate and 
a depressant. In fact, marijuana is a hallucinogen. Users describe a feel- 
ing of euphoria or well being. Some who use the drug say they become 
very drowsy after smoking a “joint” (marijuana cigarette). The hallucino- 
genic effect cause distortion in time and place. Some users have said 
they could “feel” or “see” music. Most marijuana users stated the drug 
“slows things down”, Marijuana is derived from the plant cannabis saviva 
and there are more than 400 different chemicals in marijuana smoke. Of 
those 400 chemicals, there are sixty (60) different substances that are 
found only in marijuana smoke called cannabinoids. The principal sub- 
stance in marijuana that is responsible for getting the user “high” is Del- 
ta 9 tetrahydrocannabinol or as its more commonly known “THC”. There 
have been several thousand studies conducted on marijuana in the last 
fifteen (15) to twenty (20) years and not one has had anything positive to 
say about the drug. 

Scientists tell us it will be a couple of years before we can fully start to 
measure the effects the drug has had on people who regularly used it in 
the 60's and 70's, as much as five (5) to twenty (20) times more powerful. 
Marijuana users place themselves in danger of developing lung cancer, 
memory loss, chromosome damage, hormonal changes and other related 
medical problems. Another very important factor, marijuana is ILLE- 
GAL!!! Possession may lead to arrest, a criminal record and jail. 


COCAINE: 

Cocaine is the most potent stimulant of natural origin, known to man. 
Cocaine is extracted from the leaves of the coca plant, Exthroxylon Coca, 
which has been cultivated in the Andean highlands of South America 
since prehistoric times. People in the region chew the leaves for refresh- 
ment and relief of fatigue. 

Pure cocaine was first isolated in 1889 and was used as topical anes- 
thetic in eye surgery. Cocaine was also used in surgery of the nose and 
throat. Many of cocaine’s therapeutic uses are now obsolete with the ad- 
vent of safer drugs as local anesthetics. 

Cocaine is distributed as a white crystalline powder and is often dilut- 
ed or “Cut” with other substances like lactose (milk, sugar). Manniditol (a 
laxative), and local anesthetics like lidocaine and procaine. Powdered co- 
caine (Cocaine Hydrochloride) is usually snorted or inhaled into the 
nose. Cocaine in this form is very expensive. Cost can vary depending 
what part of the country you are in and the availability of the drug. 


Crack Cocaine, the most dangerous form of the drug, has become very 
popular of late. Crack is the smokable form of the drug, it’s cheaper per 
dose and is more potent than the powder. When smoked, Crack reaches 
the brain in three (3) to eight (8) seconds and can be as much as 90% 
pure, and is extremely addictive. Users have said that crack produces a 
tremendous “high” that is followed by an equally intense “low” or depres- 


sion. As one user put it, “you support your habit by dealing, stealing or 
becoming prostitutes.” Scientists reported that crack works directly on 
the brain, specifically the pleasure sensors, which is the reason it is the 
most dangerous drug known to man at the present time. 


ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES: 

Alcohol acts as a depressant on the central nervous system. It slows 
reaction time and makes it difficult for the user to think clearly at times. 
Long term abuse of alcohol wreaks havoc on the user, causing liver dis- 
ease, memory loss, and other alcohol related diseases. Many youngsters 
think the only reason the drinking age is twenty-one (21) is to keep them 
from having “fun”. In fact, the real reason is, youngsters’ bodies are con- 
stantly going through changes as they continue to grow and alcohol can 
affect that growing process. 

The problem we are presently facing is not the use of alcohol but the 
MISUSE of alcohol! Recent studies state more than 90% of all high 
school seniors have tried alcohol. Between 10% and 15% of all Junior 
High and High School students age 12 to 18 are heavy, weekly drinkers. 
The number of Americans with alcohol related illnesses is increasing and 
it is estimated by the mid 1990's that alcoholism will become America's 
number one killer. 

Presently more than 46,000 people are killed annually in alcohol relat- 
ed traffic accidents. These alcohol related traffic accidents are also the 
number one killer of our young people between the ages of 15 and 24. It 
is important to remember that a person intoxicated will remain in the 
state until his body can detoxify itself. Cold showers and black coffee will 
not help you sober up more quickly, only time will help your body recover 
from the effects of alcohol. 

Other drugs of abuse include PCP (Phencyclidine) or angel dust. This is 
a powerful mind altering drug that is classified as hallucinogen. PCP is 
manufactured in illegal laboratories. The most popular method of use is 
to sprinkle PCP on a regular tobacco cigarette or a marijuana “joint” for 
smoking. If the PCP is in liquid form, the cigarette would be dipped in the 
liquid then smoked. 

Another very popular drug of the 60's is making a comeback, LSD or 
“ACID” is an extremely powerful and dangerous hallucinogenic drug. LSD 
is so potent that one ounce is enough for 300,000 doses. LSD is often 
placed on sugar cubes, blotter paper or toothpicks and consumed by 
mouth. 

Heroin, a narcotic drug, is one of the most addictive substances pres- 
ently known to man. Heroin is derived from Opium and is ingested sever- 
al ways. The most popular method of use is by injection into a vein with 
a hypodermic needle. In years past, the drug was mostly limited to major 
metropolitan areas but recently smaller cities have experience some ex- 
posure to the drug and its related problems. Some experts believe that if 
present trends continue, this powerful habit-forming narcotic will even- 
tually make its way into rural America. 

I know what you are thinking. What can I do? How are we going to 
eventually get a grip on the drug problem? You can start by becoming in- 


volved and reporting suspicious activity. We welcome any intormation or 


drug dealings, possession of drugs and drug use. 

It is also very important for you to be informed. Learn all you can 
about drugs and the problems associated with drug abuse. Parents, you 
must be willing to talk to your children about their problems. Be a good 
listener, talk with your children, not at them. 

Now that we know the facts, we must all pull together, as a communi- 
ty, to educated our youth in how to avoid becoming caught up in the 
nightmare and to support the various drug abuse and resistance pro- 
grams in our communities.
